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Memphian Plans Salvage of 
Timber From “Sunken Lands 
99 


Memphis, Tenn., May 22.—Hun­ 
dreds of logs, long buried in crev­ 
ices of the 
“sunken 
lands” 
in 
Southeast Missouri and Arkansas 
Counties, touching 
the 
Missouri 
boundry line and facing the Mis­ 
sissippi River, will be salvaged by 
Capt. C. S. Gartrell, if his plans 
can be carried out. 
Captain Gartrell will leave Mem­ 
phis this evening to thoroughly in­ 
spect these crevices which he says, 
still are deep and wide and more 
or less filled with water. 
The crevices were created by the 
New Madrid earthquake 
of 1811 
when hundreds of acres 
of land 
were lowered 
during the 
shake 
which also changed the course of 
the Mississippi River and left Reel- 
foot Lake. 
Captain Gartell says about 
80 
years ago the best timber lands in 
that district were being cut. Lum­ 
bermen made the logs into rafts 
and floated them out during high 
water to the Mississippi River. 
When one of these rafts acci­ 
dentally hit a crevice it was crum­ 
pled up and wrecked. Force of the 


whirlpool formed in the crevices, 
drew the logs down and there they 
have remained. 
To 
enter these crevices, half 
filled with water, Captain Gartrell 
will be forced to wear a deep sea 
diving outfit. 
Having years 
of 
experience at this sort of work ,t 
will be a big asset in determining 
if any of the logs can be salvaged. 
“According to my 
information, 
most of these logs were the finest 
white oak and black walnut, some 
averaging six feet through. 
The 
fact that they have been in water 
all these years 
will 
not 
reduce 
their value. 
It has made them a 
water seasoned log which makes 
the finest lumber in the 
world”, 
said Captain Gartrell. 
As proof of his assertion, Capt. 
Gartrell related information of

logs from the bottom of St. Fran­ 
cis River, where they

Articles last week dealt with bit­ 
ing and chewing insects that are 
best controlled with arsenate 
of 
iead or 
calcium 
arsenate. 
This 
week articles outline methods

controlling the 
other 
group

insects, those that pierce the plant 
tissues and suck the sap. 
In this group are the plant lice, 
(those small greenish insects tha*- 
usually stay on the under side of 
the leaves); leaf hoppers, (small fly 
like insects that fly when disturb­ 
e d ) ; flea beetles, (small black flea 
| like insects th at hop away when 
approached). 
Striped and spotted 
cucumber 
beetles, 
squash 
bugs, 
! spinach 
lace bugs, etc. 
Nicotine 
Sulphate, (usually sold under 
the 
trade name of black 
leaf 40) 
is 
the poison recommended, 
and 
is 
most effective when used as a dust 
and applied with a duster. 
It should be 
applied 
only 
on 
warm days and during the hottest 
part of the 
day—the higher the 
tem perature the more effective the 
poison. 
To get results with con­ 
tact poisons such as nicotine sul­ 
phate the poison m ust be applied 
to the bug. 
Nicotine 
Sulphate 
dust 
can 
sometimes be bought ready mix­ 
ed. 
When it cannot be so bought 
it can be prepared by the gardner 
in this manner: 
Place one pound 
of dry air slacked lime in a gallon 
syrup bucket with a tight fitting 
cover, pour in one ounce of 40 per 
cent nicotine sulphate and 
then 
drop in a dozen small stones about 
one inch in diam eter, shake vigor­ 
ously for 25 m inutes or until 
the 
nicotine 
sulphate 
is 
thoroughly 
mixed with 
the 
lime. 
It 
should 
be kept closely covered when not 
in use.

Memphis, Tenn., May 22.—Hun­ 
dreds of logs, long buried in crev­ 
ices of the 
“sunken 
lands” 
in 
Southeast Missouri and Arkansas 
Counties, touching 
the 
Missouri 
boundry line and facing the Mis­ 
sissippi River, will be salvage«! by 
Capt. C. S. Gartrell, if his plans 
can be carried out. 
Captain Gartrell will leave Mem­ 
phis this evening to thoroughly in­ 
spect these crevices which he says, 
still are deep and wide and more 
or less filled with water. 
The crevices were created by the 
New Madrid 
earthquake 
of 1811 
when hundreds of acres 
of land 
were lowered 
during 
the 
shake 
which also changed the course of 
the Mississippi River and left Reel- 
foot Lake. 
Captain Gartell says about 
80 
years ago the best timber lands in 
that district were being cut. Lum­ 
bermen made the logs into raft« 
and floated them out during 
high 
water to the Mississippi River. 
When one of these 
rafts 
acci­ 
dentally hit a crevice it was crum­ 
pled up and wrecked. 
Force of the 


whirlpool formed in the crevices, 
drew the logs down and there they 
have remained. 
To 
enter 
these 
crevices, half 
filled with water, (Taptain Gartrell 
will be forced to wear a deep sea 
diving outfit. 
Having years 
of 
experience at this sort of work it 
will be a big asset in determining 
if any of the logs can be salvaged. 
“ According to my 
information, 
most of these logs were the finest 
white oak and black walnut, some 
averaging six feet through. 
The 
fact that they have been in water 
all these years 
will 
not 
reduce 
their value. 
It has made them a 
water season«! log which makes 
the finest lumber in the 
world”, 
said Captain Gartrell. 
As proof of his assertion, Capt. 
Gartrell related information of

Marianna, Ark., man

ago, salvaged thousands of feet of 
logs from the bottom of St. Fran­ 
cis River, where they

Sulphate, (usually sold under

is 
the poison recommended,

most effective when used as a dust 
and applied with a duster. 
It should be 
applied 
only 
on 
warm days and during the hottest 
part of the 
day—the higher the 
temperature the more effective the 
poison. 
To get results with con­ 
tact poisons such as nicotine sul­ 
phate the poison must be applied 
to the bug. 
Nicotine 
Sulphate 
dust 
can 
sometimes be bought ready mix­ 
ed. 
When it cannot be so bought 
it can be prepared by the gardner 
in this manner: 
Place one pound 
of dry air slacked lime in a gallon 
syrup bucket with a tight fitting 
cover, pour in one ounce of 40 per 
cent nicotine sulphate and 
then 
drop in a dozen small stones about 
one inch in diameter, shake vigor­ 
ously for 25 minutes or until 
the 
nicotine 
sulphate 
is 
thoroughly 
mixed with 
the 
lime.
